Introduction 


theme have chosen discuss the order learning. 
not going deal with the ends education, but with 
means. Nor going consider the means every way but 
only with respect their ordination one another. concerned 
with the order studies, the one hand, and with the order 
activities those his students, the other. The 
question propose answer is: Given ideally perfect ends, how 
shall the basic means ordered? But even this question too large 
for treatment after dinner, must restrict the matters 
considered somewhat further. 


The Philosophy and the Theology Education 


shall limit myself purely natural is, educa- 
tion defined terms natural and temporal happiness, its ultimate 
end, and the natural virtues, its proximate end. shall neglect 
religious education entirely, not because from 
it, the least negligible part but for two reasons 
which wish state: first, because beyond competence 
treat such matters; and second, because beyond the province 
strictly philosophical discussion consider such matters, regardless 
the personal competence individual who may combine 
his person the gifts both the philosopher and the theologian. One 
may combine the gifts, but the gifts are never the same, and should 
never confused. 


Catholic Philosophy 


should like take just moment, digression, comment 
two phrases that have been used during these meetings. One 
“Catholic philosophy education,” and the other “Philosophy 
Catholic education.” Let comment first “Catholic philosophy 
education.” 

The ends and means religious education are supernaturally 
and supernaturally instituted. The ends are known the 
moral theologian, not the moral philosopher; the means belong 
the sacramental office the priest, not the secular office the 
teacher. Hence, speaking Catholic philosophy education, 
necessary, wish avoid violating the basic Thomistic 
distinction between philosophy and theology, between the spheres 
and faith, restrict ourselves purely natural educa- 
tion, natural both ends and means. There Catholic 


branch philosophy can Catholic; not the peculiar

status any its principles conclusions, for these are all the 
work reason, achieved purely natural knowing, and such 
they are logically independent the articles any faith. No, 
philosophy Catholic only the order efficient causality, not the 
order formal causality, only the historical and psychological 
order its becoming, not the epistemic order its being. 
know, matter historical fact, that certain truths which reason 
able know were not known the great ancient pagans, and 
were only discovered later the great Christian theologians. This 
our factual basis for supposing that the light faith, which the 
great Christian thinkers possessed, functioned psychologically direct 
and help reason accomplish work discovery with respect 
matters which nevertheless fall entirely within its province. 
follows, therefore, that once Catholic mind, possessing the virtue 
faith well the power reason, able discover these basic 
rational truths, they can become the property any mind, even 
lack the gift faith—for they are reason’s property, and 
such are proper man’s nature. Truths which pagans could not 
discover can taught to, and learned pagans, once Christians 
have discovered them. Philosophy can called Catholic, then, only 
the order discovery, not its logical structure, for philosophy 
its ultimate principles are all rational and natural. 

much for philosophy education. Now let 
comment briefly the question whether there any philosophy 
Catholic education. suspect the answer must negative. Catholic 
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education can differ from non-Catholic education founded 
naturally true principles only virtue supernatural truths added 
thereto—not merely added, course, but effecting profound 
transformation the whole. far differs, the consideration 
such education must belong the theologian, not the philosopher. 


Moral and Intellectual Education 


There one further restriction discussion this evening 
which should like announce. shall neglect moral education 
much more difficult, and also more important, topic 
than intellectual education, which shall confine note 
that one your papers was whether virtue (moral, assume, must 
have been meant) can taught. hope the answer was clearly 
negative. understand the essence teaching, simply cannot 
the adequate effective instrument for forming moral virtue. 
Plato and Aristotle were clear about this, and clearly agreement. 
The intellectual virtues are pre-eminently teachable, the moral 
virtues are not. With respect them, should able solve 
the problem means, one yet has with respect the develop- 
ment moral virtues, ever solution will reached. And 
address myself the problem interesting because narrow and 
the means intellectual virtue; the order studies 
which aim cause the perfection the mind. 

The intellectual virtues are the proximate ends all truly 
intellectual education. shall use these two words interchange- 
ably.) Even here there one last restriction. Prudence belongs with 
the moral virtues. formed they are, not teaching 
schoolwork, but somehow mysteriously practice, under guidance, 
many ways. Hence, left with four virtues, divided into the 
arts, the one hand, and the three speculative virtues (understand- 
ing, science, and wisdom) the other. And here certainly wisdom 
the highest end and the controlling principle any consideration 
the means. 


Fault Method Catholic Education 


think this problem something Catholic educators should consider. 
say “Catholic educators” because they alone today rightly under- 
stand the ends liberal intellectual education the four 
virtues have named. They alone know this, and know what the 
virtues are. this, they stand sharp contrast their secular 
colleagues who the past hundred years have misconceived the 
aims and ends liberal education that has almost vanished from 
the scene. But though our secular colleagues are wrong about the 
ends liberal education, they are often quite sound about the means 
about the order teaching art using the means 
—and this most true, you will surprised hear say, the 
case the extreme progressive educators who have unwittingly 
returned some ancient truths about educational method. They 
not use the means for good educational results, because they mis- 
direct them through ignorance misconception the ends. But 
Catholic educators can, think, charged with opposite fault: 
knowing the right ends, they frequently fail achieve them because 
they misuse the means, because they violate the nature the learn- 
ing process itself. 

warned you this might become tirade, expressing pet peeve 
mine. You may remember article published The Common- 
weal several years ago, asking “Can Catholic Education Criticized?” 
answer was Yes—not about the ends, but about the means. Let 
repeat here the conclusion then formulated: 

can understand why Catholic educator might impervious 
any critic who attacked the ends Catholic education, because 
somehow these ends are implicated the central truths the Chris-

1] have elsewhere treated of the relation of the moral to the intellectual virtues in 
education paper Character and Intelligence, soon published, hope. 
this paper, I have tried to show that, although the intellectual virtues, with the excep- 
tion of prudence, can be possessed, according to St. Thomas, quite apart from the 
possession the moral virtues, very unlikely that they can acquired 
person who is not rightly ordered to the end of learning by prior possession of the moral 
virtues. This would be true even if the natural man existed. How much more so is it 
true in the case of fallen human nature, which must be helped by grace to acquire even 
the natural moral virtues in their perfection and integrity.

deeply concerned about this point, deeply disturbed sceing 
fault method Catholic institutions, precisely because know 
their ends are right. Furthermore, not their fault worse 
than the fault the secular educators? there not more ‘excuse 
the secular educators being mistaken about the ends, than for Cath. 
olic educators being mistaken about the means? Let explain why 
think so. 

said before that secular educators, especially the radical progressive 
group, were singularly right and eminently sound many points 
concerning the means. had mind the fundamental soundness 
the project method (though abhor the name), the method which 
stresses activity the part the learner indispensable, which 
emphasizes the great importance understanding the problem before 
knowing the answers, which places the acquirement skills before 
the mastery subject matters the domain 
education. 

Now say that all these right procedures appear radical 
innovations only because they were forgotten corrupted the 
decadent classical education the past century, against which 
progressive education rose justifiable rebellion. Truly, all these 


procedures are founded ancient insights about the order 
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teaching and learning, insights which every Catholic educator 
according the principles the philosophy generally 


Let briefly enumerate some these points. 
educator knows:

Hence knows that the discipline the liberal arts must precede 
the process acquiring the speculative virtues, for the liberal 
arts which rectify the intellect its pursuit arts 
grammar and logic which protect the intellect against the deceptions 
verbal and other symbolizations, and all the wayward imagery 
sense; the arts logic and rhetoric, which guard against the in- 
cursions passion, and the coloring thought irrelevant emotion. 

That the intellectual virtues are always mean state between 
vicious extremes saying too much saying too little dogmatic 
excess, skeptical denials defect. Hence knows 
that truth always eminent synthesis false extremes, sober 
resolution false issues made extreme knows that 


the truth can genuinely possessed only mind which sees the 


truth always correction manifold and divers errors, and never 


the mind which tries alone with the truth artificially 


antiseptic environment. 


The Catholic educator knows all these things, because they are 


fundamental truths his philosophy man. But, unlike his secular 


colleague, who may not acknowledge these truths all, certainly 


not know them deeply, but who nevertheless seems practice 


according their meaning, the Catholic educator, who knows them, 


often violates them practice educational methods which: 

Put premium verbal memory instead intellectual habit. 

Proceed the teacher were the only active cause learning, 
and the learner could entirely passive. 

Neglect wrongly subordinate the liberal arts supposed 
mastery subject matter. 

Try the impossible namely, give the students genuine 
possession the truth without ever really perplexing them 
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the problems issues which the truth perplexity which 
requires vital experience error, and not the easy dismissal 
dummy opponents who have been made into straw men for quick 
demolition. 


Covering Ground Without Touching 


Before proceed now brief statement the order learn- 
ing, based upon these truths, let anticipate objection have 
received from Catholic educators whom have proposed certain 
reforms Catholic education means. told that Catholic 
education must give its college graduates fundamental body 
truths for the guidance their lives. told that this necessitates 
the covering much ground, and that these methods must used 
order cover the ground. You can guess response. simply 
ask what the point covering ground, the students’ feet never 
touch it, they never learn through independent exercise walk 
themselves, with head erect and unafraid all intellectual opposi- 
tion and difficulty? What the point memorizing truths, 
they can really guide only when they are genuinely possessed, when 
they can protect from error only the extent that understand 
them fully refuting the real, live errors, not dummy ones 
concocted for the purposes easy victory? would feel happier 
about the graduates Catholic colleges they really understood 
few truths understood them solving problems which vigor- 
ously challenge the mind and perplex than able 
recite, from merely verbal memory, whole catechism philosophical 
answers problems they did not really understand take seriously. 
would happier they were merely disciplined the pursuit 
truth and the rejection rather than be, they now are 
many cases, unable give account what they know 
because known memory rather than possessed intellectual 

shall proceed now brief discussion the order learning 
the field the intellectual virtues. shall (1) consider the ordina- 
tion the liberal arts the speculative subject matters. shall 
(2) consider the methods teaching the speculative subject matters. 
And (3) shall draw some conclusions and summarize insights 
terms the state philosophy contemporary the 
present condition philosophy not unrelated the way 
taught and learned. 


II. Art and Subject Matter 
thesis here simply that mastery the liberal arts must 
precede the mastery the fundamental subject matters, which con- 
stitute the matter the speculative virtues. Though wisdom comes 
first the natural order the graded according their 
intrinsic excellence arts, least the intellectual virtues, come 
first the temporal order, the order human development. 


Teaching Logic Art and Science

speculative -science itself, albeit science the second intention, 
contrast metaphysics and physics sciences the real (and 
hence the ‘first intention); one the liberal arts, 
organon, body rules for the regulation and rectification the 


point here making does not deny that may useful some way for 
Catholic students — or, for that matter, any other students — to be “indoctrinated” with 
philosophical truths they do not really understand and, therefore, do not really 
possess. Truths, thus acquired, do not constitute knowledge, subjectively, but only right 
opinion. If a person, for one reason or another, cannot attain knowledge, it is better 
that he have right opinion than be ignorant or in error —for right opinion can serve as 
a guide to action, even if it fails utterly to perfect the intellect. But the utility of right 
opinion, which may justify the sort of indoctrination that goes on in many Catholic in- 
does not justify the process indoctrination itself the sphere liberal 
education, aiming specifically the perfection the intellect. For, the first place, 
the method of indoctrination, if condoned, is likely to result in the imposition of wrong 
opinions Catholic educators are the first realize when they survey the work 
secular institutions; and, in the second place, the method of indoctrination violates the 
very nature of liberal education by substituting opinion, right or wrong, for knowledge. 
Truth held on the authority of anyone except God (through Divine Revelation, or 
through the Church as His instrument) is not knowledge but opinion; and faith is a 
mean between knowledge and cpinion. But the aim liberal education the perfection 
of the intellect by the genuine possession of the habitus of knowledge. The utility of 
tight opinion for certain practical purposes cannot, therefore, excuse failures in liberal 
education.

mind, not itself, for itself the human intellect absolutely 
infallible, and needs art all, but rather its dependence upon 
sense and imagination, and its subjection passion. saying 
that logic science, may deal with pure thought; but logic, 
art, not art thinking, pure intellectual activity, for such does 
not exist; always art, necessarily conjoined with grammar 
and rhetoric, which regulates the operations the intellectual 
imagination, thinking with symbols and against the impulse 
passion.) 

When logic art, cannot divorced, you 
see, from the other two liberal arts grammar and rhetoric. The 
three arts form trinity, and each the arts becomes corrupted 
and ineffective empty and meaningless routine when separated 
from the others. This, the way, precisely what has happened 
the liberal arts during the past four centuries. And scholasticism, 
with its arid logic, divorced from grammar and rhetoric,* much 
blame for this sad state affairs, the most anti-intellectual 
liberal movements education. 

The teaching logic Catholic colleges—as science —is not 
liberal discipline. The textbook logic which taught, set 
formulas without practice the intellectual operations which they 
are relevant, does not discipline the mind writing, speaking, and 
listening. What good know all the kinds propositions, 
student cannot discover how many propositions are being expressed 
complicated sentence, and how they are related? What good 
know all the principles the syllogism the student cannot rec- 
ognize the congeries syllogisms, reasonings that occur 
paragraph expressing complicated argument? The proof 
point here very simple. Though they are given course the 
science logic, their secular fellows are not, the graduates 
Catholic colleges cannot read write any better than their secular 
fellows. they had been liberally disciplined, the liberal arts had 
been acquired them through years exercise their practices, 
then they would vastly superior the performance all these 
liberal operations. 

Furthermore, logic science completely out order when 
put first the course philosophical studies. Logic the 
organon, which really means the three arts the trivium complex 
conjunction, does come first; but logic the science comes last even 
after metaphysics, after all the sciences the real— precisely be- 
cause second intentions follow first intentions, are derived from them, 
and depend upon them. 


The Teaching the Liberal Arts 


Let explain, therefore, that proper teaching the liberal 
arts, mean only teaching the fundamental practices which these 
arts regulate: the performance reading, writing, speaking, listening, 
measuring, and observing. Arts are habits. Hence they are not 
possessed all students who can verbally recite their rules. The 
rules are important only regulating the performance acts, which 
acts, turn, often repeated, then form the habits, which are the 
arts vital transformations the soul’s operative powers. This can 
done only scheme education which orders learning the 
following manner: 

the elementary level: gives the predispositions for intellectual 


discipline, the study multiple languages, especially the highly 


inflected ancient ones; the routines mathematics; and the 
cultivation the senses and imagination the intellect’s most 
important adjuncts. 

the secondary collegiate level: spends all the four years 
primarily the liberal arts, and not the mastery subject 
matters. short, liberal education, crowned the bachelor-of-arts 
degree, should consist ability read and write, speak and listen. 
observe and think. college graduate should liberal artist, and 
nothing this were not enough hope for, and strive 
for, with all one’s might and main. 

Let explain this last point, for likely misunderstood. 
First, let say that make distinction between secondary and 
collegiate education. The B.A. degree should given what 
now the end high school, least what now the end 
the sophomore year our so-called colleges. After that comes the 
university. The levels education and there place for 


*Are these reunited combinations logic, rhetoric, and grammar, always good, may 
they not be just ‘‘confusion,’’ even confusion worse confounded?

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rightly ordered when the first, elementary, seen 
entirely preparatory and preintellectual, predispositive toward 
liberal training; when the second, general, seen entirely liberal, 
partly terminal and partly preparatory for the study subject 
matters; when the third, specialized, seen devoted the 
mastery special subject matters, the acquirement the specula- 
tive virtues. shall return this point later.) 

not mean that the liberal arts are ever ultimate ends, ends 
themselves. the contrary, they are only intermediate ends, and 
such, means further and higher ends. They are specifically the 
indispensable means the speculative virtues ends. The acquisition 
the arts for the sake mastering subject matters. But wish 
repeat one point: they are not only means, they are indispensable 
means. Lacking real skill the liberal arts, one can become 
master any intellectual subject matter. 

order acquire the arts, the subject matters must used. 
This preliminary use subject matter must not confused with 
the ultimate approach after the arts been acquired. When 
the basic subject matters are used the collegiate secondary level, 
they must subordinated the acquirement the arts: they are 
then merely the matter which the mind being exercised 
learn how think not, then, learn what think. That comes 
later. This not misuse subject matter, as, course, would 
be, were the only use. 

The most concrete way make point here is, perhaps, 
discuss the role the great books, used, according the St. John’s 
scheme, the representative formulation all the basic subject 
matters. President Stringfellow Barr has explained the role the 
great books the St. John’s plan comparing them large bone 
thrown puppy. For four years the puppy fights with the bone, 
tries eat it, swallow it, devour it. the end the four years the 
result all this agitation not measured looking the bone 
see how badly chewed is; rather, look the puppy’s teeth 
see they have grown sharper. Now, unless the bone real 
bone, bone that can challenge the puppy try get his teeth 
in, there will little agitation and even less sharpening teeth. 
course, Mr. Barr points out, the puppy must have the illusion 
that getting meat off the bone, won’t play the game. the 
student must given the illusion that really mastering the 
great books, that really imbibing the great ideas, will not 
continue long the process exercising his intellect just for the 
sake exercise. The faculty must cultivate this illusion, but they 
must know that illusion. The worst educational horror occurs 
when the faculty get taken this illusion themselves. The funda- 
mental point this analogy between puppy and student, bone and 
great books, that the arts cannot acquired (teeth sharpened) 
unless the great books are used the representatives subject 
matter. Textbook representations subject matter simply will not 
work, for the simple reason that textbooks are written not 
require any liberal art the part the student. They try 
make everything easy. They are predigested pap. How would the 
puppy’s teeth ever get sharpened were continually fed upon 
mush? 

May conclude this section remarks the summary state- 
ment that unless and until students become reasonably competent 
liberal artists, they are incompetent approach 
the fundamental truths the basic subject matters, 
for the means forming the speculative virtues are lacking. Teach- 
ers can indoctrinate students. Teachers can stuff their memories with 
pat verbal Latin English but they cannot teach 
them they were rational animals, instead parrots, simply 
because their rational powers have not been sufficiently disciplined 
the difficult arts learning itself. The liberal arts, conception 
them, are nothing but the arts teaching and being taught. They 
are the basic skills learning, and must, therefore, precede the effort 
the mind learn. Just would make mastery the liberal arts 
—the old, but not meaningless degree—the only requirement for 
one who wishes teach the young school college (how many 
teachers would there be, this standard were imposed?), would 
make bachelorhood, novitiate the arts, the one test for 
admission the university the place where subject matters are 
studied. This would close our universities down quicker than any 
military draft likely do. 
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Special Aspects the Teaching the Liberal Arts 
all this, let add few brief comments. First, this not 
defense apologia for the St. John’s plan. proposing 
the fundamental order the best ancient and medieval educational 
systems. was the order, the very wise order, proposed Plato 


The Republic. was the medieval order, which really put Platonic 


policy into actual practice; the work the liberal-arts faculty served 
prepare boys for the universities, where under the auspices the 
three basic faculties (law, medicine, and theology) they studied the 
subject matters. Having become skilled learning, which meant they 
could read and write with reasonable competence, they were now 
admitted the status competent learners. was the original 
intention the Jesuit Ratio Studiorum, which has 
forgiven for been sufficiently retained spirit, well 
letter, post-Renaissance Jesuit institutions. And although 
this order which St. John’s trying re-establish, that should cer- 
tainly not stand the way Catholic colleges adopting it, for the 
idea fundamentally Greek and medieval idea. was not invented 
the proponents the St. John’s scheme. idea that belongs 
all the great traditions Catholic education, and yet Catholic 
institutions today not exemplify practice. 

Second, this basic educational idea, about the priority the liberal 
arts the study subject matter, also has significance for the rela- 
tion all schooling adult education. Real learning must the 
work more mature persons than boys and girls school and 
college. Children are too young, too inexperienced, too unstable, 
wisdom. Hence, they should given what they, their 
age, are able receive: the formation the artistic, not the specu- 
lative, virtues. they graduate from college liberal artists, then, 
whether they the university not, they will able 
continue the pursuit truth throughout life adult learning, when 
maturity makes the formation speculative habits possible. 

Finally, there the question, Where, institutionally, should the 
subject matters taught and studied? have already indicated the 
answer: the university. The answer is, course, practical, only 
the B.A. given earlier than present. Catholic educators 
say this not possible, because the opposition the various 
accrediting agencies, can only answer that until Catholic institutions 
throw off the yoke the accrediting boards, and exercise free 
judgment basic educational questions, they will never able 
realize practice any the principles which belong Cath- 
olic education. 

are now prepared consider second and last major point: 
the order learning the field the speculative virtues, the 
order studies the university level. And here, limit 
discussion, shall consider the teaching philosophy case 
point. 


The Order Teaching and Learning Philosophy the 
Order the Means the Virtue Wisdom 


Here have two fundamental points make, which shall try 
make briefly. The first concerns the objective order the subject 
matters themselves; the second concerns the methods teaching the 
subject matters, with reference the distinction between the order 
knowledge and the order learning. 


The Objective and Subjective Order 


the objective order the subject matters mean, course, 
the order the objects knowledge secundum order 
things known according their intrinsic knowability, rather than their 
relative knowability; that is, their knowability us. 

the first place, necessary briefly condemn all the Wolffian 
errors —all the false divisions subject matter, the wrong ordering 
the parts philosophy, invented Christian Wolff, most un- 


fortunately adopted later scholasticism, and now dominating the, 


philosophy curriculum many Catholic institutions. The correc- 
tion the Wolffian the wrong divisions, the wrong orderings 
—can made simply anyone who understands the Thomistic 
theory abstraction, which Wolff violates every point. shall 
not concern myself further with Wolff such distasteful matter 
discuss but rather once the right objective ordering 
subject matters.)

apply these principles all the fundamental theoretic subject 
matters, will find, just the objective order, theology precedes 
metaphysics, and metaphysics, the philosophy nature, and the 
philosophy nature, the philosophy man, which one its 
parts, and the whole philosophy, dealing with essences, the 
whole science, dealing with phenomenal accidents; the 
subjective order, the members this series are perfectly reversed: 
science should studied before philosophy, and the philosophy 
man before the philosophy nature, and these before metaphysics 
and theology. 

There are two other points order, which must mention 
passing: (@) the priority the theoretic the practical (which, 
curiously enough, both objective and subjective priority, for 
the theoretic both more knowable itself and us); and the 
priority objectively constituted subject matters such metaphysics 
and the philosophy nature, such problematically constituted 
subject matters the philosophy law, art, education, 
knowledge itself. 

Now within each sphere subject matter, there supposed 
order principles and conclusions. There some truth 
this, course, but think has been excessively oversimplified 
the scholastic acceptance Aristotelian logic, giving true 


adequate account the intrinsic structure bodies knowl- 
edge. this connection, let make the following observations: 


Aristotelian logic primarily the logic philosophy, and not 


all the logic science; and far Aristotle did not clearly 


distinguish philosophy and science, his logic both confused and 


inadequate. 


Even the logic philosophical knowledge, restricted 


the philosophy nature, what Aristotle calls physics. The Organon 
totally inadequate account metaphysical knowledge: its 
concepts, judgments, purely analytical reasonings. The supposition 
that Aristotelian logic applicable metaphysics results the false 
notion that metaphysics exclusively, even primarily, deductive 
science, demonstrating conclusions from first principles. 


general, the influence the Posterior Analytics, giving the 
picture the structure any scientia disastrous; for, 
fact, the only science there pictured mathematics, and primarily 
geometry. Gilson has pointed out, Aristotle’s logic, and especially 
the Posterior Analytics, cannot applied any Aristotle’s own 
philosophical works. His own Physics and Metaphysics violate the 
account scientia given the Posterior Analytics. 

The major errors which have arisen the scholastic tradition, 
true, and adequate logic, are these: attempt expound both 
physics and metaphysics too simple deductive order, whereas 
truth, these basic philosophical subject matters are circular rather 
than linear the connection their propositions; misconception 
first principles, especially the law contradiction, they were 
sources deductive demonstration, other truths could drawn 
from them deductively, whereas they are merely regulative principles 
other inferences; the failure see that most the basic truths 
philosophy, being existential judgments, are the result posteriori 
inferences from fact, not deductive inferences from prior analytical 
principles. 

All these points, though they are primarily concerned with the 
intrinsic and objective order knowledge itself, have some signifi- 
cance for the order learning, and teaching relation learn- 
ing. But, certainly, one thing already clear: the objective order 
subject matters objects knowable themselves and apart 
from not and cannot determine the right subjective order 
teaching and learning. must find other principles, peculiarly 
the subjective order, order make these determinations. 
Let proceed them once. 

There are two basic principles which, seems me, help 
determine the order learning, and adjust that subjective order 


the objective order subject matters. 
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Teaching Cooperative Art 


The first these the very nature teaching itself. Teaching, 
like agriculture and like medicine, cooperative art, not simply 
productive art, transforming the obediential potentialities inert 
matter. Teaching, cooperative art, must work with the deter- 
minate potentialities living matter—and the rules teaching 
must adapted the very nature learning. Let expand 
little this point. 

Hippocrates, who perfectly understood the nature healing 
art cooperating with nature, distinguished three modes therapy, 
and ordered them according the degree which they were co- 
operative best being the most cooperative with living matter, 
the worst being operative upon living matter were dead and 
inert. placed the control regimen (the patient’s diet, hours 
sleep and work, climate, etc.) first; second, and auxiliary 
regimen, placed medication, the introduction foreign substances 
into the body work catalysts do; last, and recommended only 
last resort extremity, placed surgery, which is, strictly speak- 
ing, operative rather than cooperative, and therefore does violence 
nature. Teaching like healing. The basic modes teaching can, 
therefore, compared the three types therapy which Hippoc- 
rates distinguished. Indoctrination does violence the mind, 
surgery does violence the body: one puts something force, 
the other takes something out force. Lectures and textbooks 
are like only second best method teaching, and 
then good only auxiliary the prime procedure, which the 
dialectical way, the way teaching which conforms the order 
discovery learning. The Socratic method is, sense, the only 
right method teaching. Socrates the prototype the teacher, 
Hippocrates the prototype the healer—for both had 
proper respect for nature, and understood the subordination them- 
selves artists. This the meaning Socrates’ description himself 
midwife the birth knowledge. 


Discovery and Instruction 

The second principle the basic distinction between discovery and 
instruction types learning. Discovery learning without 
teacher; instruction learning with teacher’s aid. But both are, 
learning, essentially the same, and the order learning must 
essentially the same, therefore, whether the learner proceeds 
discovery instruction. Furthermore, what most important 
all, since the teacher always only cooperative cause, and 
never primary sole cause, learning, the intellectual activities 
which occur without aid the case discovery must going 
also the case instruction. 


The Order Teaching Follows the Order 
Learning Discovery 


From these two principles, can conclude that the order 
teaching must follow the order learning, and that this order 
primarily the order discovery, for, have seen, even learning 
instruction, the primary causes learning are the same sort 
acts which cause discovery, when the learning goes without 
teacher’s aid. The significance this point which think the 
importance—may not grasped unless put into 
contrast with the now prevalent error. Today, most cases, teach- 
ing proceeds the order teaching should follow the order 
knowledge, the objective order knowledge itself, even though 
know that this objective order cannot followed the process 
discovery. fact, completely reversed. Instruction which departs 
from the order discovery also departs from the order learning, 
for the way discovery the primary way the mind truth, 
and instruction merely imitates nature imitating discovery. The 
objective structure knowledge way indicates the processes 
the mind growth. 

Now the order discovery primarily inductive and dialectical, 
not deductive and scientific. Let explain. The usual distinction 
between induction and deduction going from particulars universal 
superficial, if, fact, correct all. Rather, seems me, 
the deductive order going from what more knowable itself 
what less knowable itself; and thus there objective 
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foundation for less intelligible truths more intelligible ones the 
intelligibility being intrinsic the object known, being secundum se, 
not nos. contrast, the inductive order going from what 
more knowable what less knowable us. Thus, the 
deductive order the demonstration conclusions from prior 
principles, or, where demonstration does not take place, the analytical 
expansion prior truths terms their consequences; whereas 
the inductive order the discovery self-evident principles, the 
one hand, and, the other, the inferential procedure whereby 
every basic existential proposition known 
proposition (concerning God, substance, the diversity 
essences) can demonstrated deductively. All posteriori inferences 
are inductive, not deductive, and these are among the most funda- 
mental inferences the mind the discovery truth about the 
things. The other fundamental step the intuitive induction first 

Therefore, the methods teaching any subject matter should 
primarily inductive and dialectical, rather than deductive and simply 
expository, for the former method conformity teaching 
the order learning, that naturally revealed the order 
discovery, which teaching must imitate cooperative art; whereas 
the latter method conformity teaching the order knowl- 
edge itself, and this order which should not determine teaching, 
for does not determine learning. The practical implications this 
conclusion can drawn quickly: 

First, for any subject matter, and for philosophy pre-eminently 
(precisely because wisdom and the most difficult sort 
edge possess way speculative habit), teaching must 
the Socratic method. 

Second, the Socratic, dialectical, method the only way 
avoid the substitution verbal memory for intellectual habit. 
always puts questions before answers. does not rest when student 
gives verbally right answer, but always tries undermine the right 
answer test it, for just parrotlike speech, the answer will 
not stand the dialectical attack. places the highest value ques- 
tions, rather than upon answers; for question search answers 
educational dynamo, whereas answer search the question 
answers educational dud. 

Third, follows, course, that lectures and textbooks are taboo, 
for the most part, because lectures usually are deductive analytical 
expositions following the order knowledge, rather than dialectical 
inquiries adapted the order discovery; and textbooks are even 
worse than lectures manuals for the memory, rather than challenges 
the mind. 

Fourth, right teaching must done either without any books, 
the teacher Socrates, or, the teacher not Socrates, the only 
books can use good effect are the very greatest books, 
given subject, which have ever been written, for only such books 
will above both himself and his students; only such books will 
stimulate him inquire and thus lead his students inquiry; 
only such books will pose both teacher and students problems, rather 
than give them simply codified, and readily memorizable, answers. 

Fifth, the simplest test for right teaching teaching well ordered 
aid this: that the teacher should find himself 
actively engaged discovery the truth, the same that 
helping his students (though they moving lower level)

tions and quizzes textbooks manuals seldom, ever, happens 
that the teacher himself learns anything new. His state 
not inquiring one. That shows not really doing the work 
teacher, for the work teacher must conform the work 
learning, and this can take place only the teacher really learning 
the same time that teaches. 

Finally, only such dialectical and inductive that 
the truth learned, not complete abstraction from the problems 
solves the errors corrects, but the context 
alternatives. This again the trouble with textbooks. They seldom 
make the problems live, state the errors vigorously enough 
make them real dangers and real obstacles the mind. 


IV. Conclusion: The Teaching Philosophy 

should like conclude with observation the life 
philosophia perennis the three great epochs European intellectual 
history, for this has bearing the teaching philosophy 

the Greek period, philosophy was primarily inductive and 
dialectical against the sophists, against the atomists, etc. And that 
was the way was taught and learned. 

the medieval period, philosophy was longer inductive and 
dialectical many questions, for the Greek achievement provided 
firm foundation upon which work. Medieval work philosophy 
was twofold: expository and deductive the well-established matters, 
but dialectical and inductive the fields where Christian philosophy 
went beyond the metaphysics, natural theology, and 
theology itself. 

the modern period, we, like the Middle Ages, can both 
sorts work, and must both sorts for two reasons: (1) The 
old opponents have returned the sophists, the atomists, etc. But the 
cultural situation has changed, because science. Hence must 


devise new arguments; the inductive work must redone. (2) The 


advance modern philosophy, like the advance medieval philos- 


ophy, proportionate cultural change. Medieval philosophy was 


improved Christian faith— primarily metaphysics and natural 
theology. Modern philosophy can improve physics (philosophy 
nature) and logic, because the great cultural achievement 


modern times—the distinction between science and philosophy— 
unknown the Greeks and the Middle Ages. the spheres physics 
and logic, “modern philosophy” should term praise, 

Christian philosophy the spheres metaphysics and natural 


theology. 

must not close our eyes the fact that modern scholasticism 
has two defects. fails understand the intrinsic opportunities 
philosophy the modern era; fails take right pride 
modernity. And tries only one the two kinds philosophi- 
cal work —the expository, the analytical and deductive, and not the 
inquiring, the dialectical, and inductive. This reflected the way 
philosophy, and other subject matters also, taught Catholic 
schools. 

The reform the methods teaching (especially philosophy) 
important, not only for the rectification Catholic education with 
respect means, works toward the right ends, but also for the 
sake philosophy itself. Philosophia perennis cannot live unless 
has living workers dwelling its mansions, not just inmates and 
retainers. Live workers will come age any generation only 
they are nourished teaching which vitalizes them all the 
ways the life thought. The prevalent teaching philosophia 
perennis truly disproportionate its potential vitality. 
perennial philosophy shakes off the dead skin scholasticism, and 
really comes live modern metamorphosis, the event wil! 
signified renewal the dialectical enterprise with which philos- 
ophy originated the Greek period, well the renovation 
the edifice which the Middle Ages raised upon Greek 
And each—the renewal and the 
other.”* That day, devoutly wished for, will not dawn without 
basic rectification the order learning Catholic institutions.

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The Annual High School Retreat 


the major items the school 
calendar should the annual high 
school retreat. the past few years this 
religious exercise has become more popular 
especially since Catholic Action has been 
exerting such potent influence our 
schools. Since this religious exercise occurs 
oniy once during each school year, 
hardly possible make much improvement 
the trial-and-error method, except over 
period years. The suggestions con- 
tained this article are drawn from actual 
experience eight years high school 
retreats. Perhaps these suggestions may 
complement retreat procedures 
other Catholic schools. 

The basis for this article the experience 
Reitz Memorial High School Evans- 
ville, where the ideas below have 
worked successfully. order properly 
evaluate the items mentioned, neces- 
sary know that Reitz Memorial High 
School really two high schools each with 
its own principal. The first floor the 
building used the boys who are 
taught the Brothers Holy Cross; the 
second floor used the girls who are 
taught the Sisters Providence. The 
auditorium and cafeteria are shared 


the occasion demands. The boys’ depart- 
ment alone will considered here. This 


retreat plan considers the typical high 
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school building that there are chapel 
facilities. most our Catholic high 
schools one has make dollar out 
fifteen cents.” Each faculty has what 
can make the best the physical 
setup the building. Memorial High 
School has 385 boys—a number not too 
unwieldy for suitable accommodations. 


Faculty Preparation 


About two weeks before the retreat the 


principal calls faculty meeting where 
appeals for cooperation the coming event 
and acquaints new faculty members with 
the project. introducing the idea new 
faculty members may necessary 
break down some skepticism. difficult 
convince them, for example, that boys 
can keep silence and that not expect- 
ing the impossible demanding 
them. Often after the first day the re- 
treat have heard Brother say, didn’t 
think they could it!”

with it. Along with this schedule each

this time also the religion teachers 
are urged give preview the retreat 
their classes. Special attention should 
given freshmen, since this their 
first experience this nature. They must 
told what retreat is, its purpose, value 
silence, etc. teachers have long 
ago learned that nothing can taken for 
granted. 

Since the underclassmen really look 
the seniors, the seniors should 
apprised the power example. The 
seniors Memorial take pride main- 
taining the tradition silence. Once this 
lever for motivating the boys keep 
the high standards. 


Material Preparation 

Through the kindness our Right 
Reverend Bishop were permitted 
transform the auditorium and the library 
into chapels. was quite necessary 
have two chapels because the girls’ depart- 
ment was also having retreat preached 
different director. While the boys were 
having conference the auditorium, the 
girls could using the library chapel for 
their private common devotions. this 
way the retreatants had chapel available 
all times. The Blessed Sacrament was 
reserved these places continuously for 
three days. 

will save great deal time and 
labor the school has two portable altars 
made. economize storing space, our 
auditorium altar simply collapsible 
frame upon which laid top secured 
the frame wooden pegs 
The tabernacle fastened the altar 
means nuts and bolts. Hooks and eyes 
secure the dorsal frame the back the 
altar table. order minimize the work 
fitting the material, the dorsal drapes 
should tailored the shape the 
dorsal frame. The altar stone laid 
top the altar table. When having the 
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tabernacle made, one might bear mind 
that the bottom the tabernacle door 
must clear the altar stone. 

very helpful means permeate the 
building with the spirit the retreat 
have small signs posted about the cor- 
“Chapel,” “The Blessed Sacrament Re- 
served Here.” The Blessed Sacrament 
ought placed the tabernacles be- 
fore the students come school. 
surprising note the effect this has 
the boys. Even before the opening Mass 
they have caught the spirit silence. Out 
respect for the Blessed Sacrament they 
keep silence the various signs about the 
corridors have given their message. The 
power example from faculty members 
tremendous here, especially when the boys 
see the teachers intent upon silence even 
among themselves. 

Inexpensive portable confessionals can 
made cutting square the center 
panel triptych. This hole then 
covered with piece cloth. For the con- 
venience the boys, several parish priests 
are asked hear confessions the school 
appointed times. important that 
the confessor’s name conspicuous 
place. 

The following may appear trivial, but 
was only after few “accidents” break- 
ing fasts drinking water that the action 
was taken. well turn off the water 
fonts cover them some way. 

order impress upon the boys the 
seriousness the retreat and the fact 
that the three days are days especially for 
them necessary cease all classwork 
and extracurricular activities. Even after- 
school football practice should 
pended. When the boys see the usual 
activities waived favor the retreat, 
they naturally are impressed with the im- 
portance their spiritual business for the 
three days. 

idea unpleasant yet practical and 
necessary the consideration financing 
the retreat. The director’s fee small 
item. years past Memorial fifty cents 
was collected from each student just be- 
fore the retreat. This was impractical from 
psychological point view. The idea 
paying for their religion left-aisle, 
third-row, seat-two basis, did not set well 
with them. sidetracked this item 
tacking the retreat expense the 
“Student Fee” which collected the 
beginning the school term. 

Our annual retreat held Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday Holy Week. 
the Friday preceding this week each 
boy assigned his retreat room for the 
coming year. Thirty boys group 
are not too many for each room. this 
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day also the boys receive the first four 
Retreat Bulletins. This first duplicated 
sheet contains the name the retreat 
master, the whereabouts his private 
conference room, note the necessity 
attendance during these three days, since 
they are still “class” days, the schedule for 
retreat days, note recollection periods, 
caution about silence, reminder the 
presence the Blessed Sacrament, rooms 
which confessions are heard, and little 
prayer for the success the retreat. the 
boys see their teachers enthusiastic about 
the retreat they are bound catch some 
their teachers’ zeal. The Retreat Bul-

The Theology Education 


The Most Reverend Samuel Stritch, his appreciative 
introduction Sister Mary Bertrand Meyer’s, The Education 
Sisters, makes number references theology edu- 
cation. The Catholic philosophy education, “or rather,” 
the archbishop adds, “this theology education, since 
Revelation its core, reaches into life’s realities.” The in- 
tegration synthesis our teacher-training program “must 
come,” Archbishop Stritch says, “from filling into our theology 
education every good, valid educational value.” The 
theologian and philosopher, says, must work along with the 
methodist and technician and the professor content courses. 

number years ago, wrote some articles the New 
Testament educational classic, and introduced 1924 
course educational classics which taught for num- 
ber years after 1924. This resulted volume called, The 
Foundations Christian Education. This was contribution 
the theology education. little book the Christian 
Teacher, Sister Mary Esther, O.S.F., was also contribu- 
tion this field. There has been, however, formal presenta- 
tion the theology education. There are significant specific 
contributions Sister Augustine’s Educational Aspects 
Spiritual Writings, reviewed recently this (June, 
1941). 

There significant statement Dr. Mortimer Adler’s 
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subject theology education. says: 


shall limit myself purely natural education that is, 
cation defined terms natural and temporal happiness, its 
ultimate end, and the natural virtues, its proximate ends. 
shall neglect religious education entirely, not because neg. 
ligible far from it, the least negligible part education 
but for two reasons which wish state: first, because 
beyond competence treat such matters; and second, 
cause beyond the province strictly philosophical 
consider such matters, regardless the personal 
individual who may combine his person the gifts both 
the philosopher and the theologian. One may combine the 
but the gifts are never the same, and should never confused. 


Dr. Adler, continuing the subject more sharply, defines 
sphere the theology education distinct from the 
philosophy education: 


The ends and means religious education are supernaturally 
revealed and supernaturally instituted. The ends are known 
the moral theologian, not the moral philosopher; the means 
belong the sacramental office the priest, not the secular 
office the teacher. Hence, when speak Catholic 
philosophy education, must, wish avoid violating 
the basic Thomistic distinction between philosophy and theology, 
between the spheres reason and faith, must restrict ourselves 
purely natural education, natural both ends and means. 
There Catholic philosophy education only the same 
sense which any other branch philosophy can Catholic; 


not the peculiar status any its principles conclusions, 
for these are all the work reason, achieved purely natural 


knowing, and such they are logically independent the ar- 
ticles any faith. No, philosophy Catholic only the order 
efficient causality, not the order formal casuality, only the 
historical and psychological order its becoming, not the 
epistemic order its being. know, matter historical 
fact, that certain truths which reason able know were not 
known the great ancient pagans, and were only discovered later 
the great Christian theologians. This our factual basis for 
supposing that the light faith, which the great Christian 
thinkers possessed, functioned psychologically direct and help 
reason accomplish work discovery with respect matters 
which nevertheless fall entirely within its province. follows, 
therefore, that once Catholic mind, possessing the virtue faith 
well the power reason, able discover these basic 


rational truths, they can become the property any mind, even 


lacks the gift faith for they are reason’s property, and 
such are proper man’s nature. Truths which pagans could 
not discover, can taught to, and learned groups, once 
Christians have discovered them. Philosophy can called Cath- 
olic, then, only the order discovery, not its logical struc- 
ture, for philosophy its ultimate principles are all rational and 
natural.

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Lay Teachers and Religious Perfection 


The need for theology education brought home 
sharply the author’s introduction Sister Bertrande 
Meyers’ The Education Sisters. have heard interesting 
ard animated discussion the relation the sacerdotal per- 
sonality the priest the processes teaching Christian 
and other aspects Catholic culture. Another type 
problem raised the introduction Sister Bertrande’s 
book. She says: 

Apparently the work these religious teachers (consecrated 
God, living under common Rule Community with the 
obligation arising from religious Vows which bind them ob- 
servance the counsels perfection) identical with that 
thousands laywomen also engaged teaching. The difference 
lies this: the Sister her religious life itself her 
the term actually used denote her separation from the secular 
world. The end her whole life toward which she constantly 
tends her religious perfection. Teaching fits into that pattern 
only inasmuch can, its faithful and conscientious dis- 
charge, glorify God and sanctify her soul. the laywoman, 
contrast, teaching not only means livelihood, but also the 
medium her service and self-expression. is, then, obvious that 
the goodness religious teacher and that lay teacher 
cannot judged the same criteria since their norms greatly 

gather from this whole statement that the end the 
whole life the lay teacher not religious perfection. This 
must misunderstanding. Should not the end the whole 
life every individual constantly tend his religious perfec- 
tion? not the duty placed every person save his soul, 
attain the fullness the stature Christ? help all 
persons this the function the universal Church their 
participation, members, the Mystical Body Christ. 
Every phase and aspect the life the individual, religious 
and lay, must animated the purposes “to glorify God and 
sanctify his soul.” 

Apparently, the difference between teaching religious 
Sister and laywoman is, put bluntly, that the main 
objective the religious her own sanctification, and the 
case the lay teacher, the instructing the young 
means livelihood and self-expression. All education the 
interest children, whether the teacher. lay religious 
the mother the home. Schools exist for children, not for 
teachers. The goodness teaching depends upon its effects 
the students. Many lay teachers feel that they are doing God’s 
work the school. They accept completely God’s words, “As 
long you did for one these, the least brethren, 
you did for Me.” And for the lay and religious teachers alike 
true that those who injustice child, “it were 
better for him have great millstone hung around his neck, 
and drowned the depths the sea.” 

Both Sisters and the “lay” teachers are lay persons the 
usual distinction between sacerdotal and lay persons. The 
priests are sacerdotal persons; all others are lay persons. 
aware that by-product the Liturgical Movement 
its essence? —the conception the priesthood the 
laity being revived from its Reformation sepulcher, and that 
all persons who have received baptism and confirmation with 
their marks the soul are part the priesthood not how- 
ever its fullness but this does not directly enter into our 
question. The distinction between the Sister and the lay- 
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woman, and the Brother and the layman, that both having 
the same objective life, the love, knowledge, and service 
God, have taken different means achieve it. The religious 
teacher accepts the security religious life (in free coun- 
tries) and takes the vows poverty, chastity, and 
the lay teacher lives the “world” with its economic inse- 
curity, and must order his life God’s will save his soul, 
but does not take the vows. The determination give one’s 
life fully religion courageous act, and superior the 
drifting which too characteristic the rest us. has 
added responsibilities, and failure neglect the religious 
life the more serious. human being who suited 
teaching and who has taken vows should better teacher 
than the same person without vows, but that reason for 
denying lay people teaching Catholic non-Catholic 
schools the rewards the consecration their lives the 
education children without formal vows. Nor should fail 
realize that their service children, they feel —as 
fact many they are glorifying God, and helping 
along their personal sanctification. There reason for the 
exclusion and God’s service done many ways 
diverse persons, lay and religious. There have been saints 
raised its altars the Church who were neither sacerdotal 
persons nor persons who had taken vows.

Individualizing Education 


the date B’s admission into high 
school, she was years old.

Upon entering the high school, 
her physical condition was excellent, although 
she was about three pounds overweight for 
her height.

The principal conferred with the girl and 
tried make her see how detrimental her 
schoolwork was this manner acting.

Christmas Customs Mexico 
Dorothea Magdalene Fox 


Mexico, land the Aztec god the sun 
and air—a country ochre yellows and 
clay celebrates warm Christmas. 
the people this country holidays have 
deep religious significance. Christmas cele- 
brated spirit combining reverence and 
festivity. 

Early Preparations 

The Mexicans begin their Christmas cele- 
brations the night the sixteenth 
December and continue their ceremonies and 
festivities January the Epiphany. Long 
before the holiday season the people the 
villages and towns make little craft objects. 
Sitting before their sun-baked mud shelters 
young children and wrinkled grandparents 
their work modeling clay, adding dyes with 
care, cutting and pasting papers, and whittling 
little wooden figures. 

The children weave baskets reeds and 
willows, and when they have finished their 
toys and have gathered large supply their 
treasures, whole families journey the big 
city, usually Mexico City—called just 


Mexico the sell 
their wares. Sometimes these craft families 
take the roads tiny overloaded burros, 
sometimes rickety carts, but poor, the 
people walk with their wares strapped their 
backs, their loads held strong, wide 
headbands. 

The colorful market stalls, called puestos 
are erected along the Alameda, the beautiful 
central park Mexico City. two parallel 
rows stand the frame stalls with canvas roofs 
and cloth walls. The Indians put poles into 
the ground, and decorate the three side walls 
with Indian blankets. From the middle 
December until after New Year’s Day throngs 
people are attracted the displays. Along 
the ground and the pavements one sees 
colorful arrays miniature animals that are 
banks for childrens’ pennies, while fragrant 
spruce and luxurious Spanish moss hang along 
the stalls.

Here are vendors selling pink lemonade 
thirsty children strolling musicians sing 
lilting Mexican songs. Here are women sitting 
the curb baking tortillas roasting pota- 
toes over fires charcoal braseros. Fruit 
stands with limes, lemons, oranges, mangoes, 
figs, dates, bananas, and other Mexican fruits 
have been arranged with care. Everywhere 
there commotion, laughter, and color. One 
sees mammoth baskets, silent Indians squat- 
ting beside stalls, Indian women carrying 
babies their backs. 

The Mexicans, who have bought articles 
the markets, return their homes begin 
preparation for their traditional observation 
Las Posadas, which takes place the nine 
days from December 16, through the 24. 
some the villages children will bring out 
paper bags which they have saved. They put 
sand the bags and place candles the 
sand.

song that tells their work. Over their backs 
are silken knapsacks sewed with lace and 
embroidery. the Pastores continues, 
angel silently appears from box that has 
been lowered from the darkened ceilinz.

Then the shepherds start their return journey 
Bethlehem, singing songs they march 
around the room.

Dressed red costume and horrible mask 
jumps among the shepherds, trying 
frighten them. After this fun and excitement 
the devil finally chased good arch- 
angel, who pursues the evil one with his 
wooden sword.

The Pastores 
brought close passing around tiny 
cradle which holds the figurine the Christ 
Child. this object passed through the 
audience the fervent Mexicans kiss they 
murmur prayer and give small offering.

Other fam- 
ilies prefer fish dinners, for red snapper 
pampano great demand Mexican cities 
during the holidays. Covered with thick 
sauce tomatoes, chopped chilies, juicy 
onions, capers, cloves, mushrooms, parsley, 
cinnamon bark, and other flavors the fish be- 
comes delicacy served the Christmas 
table. 

There are many other dishes prepared for 
this happy occasion, one being Ensalada 
Noche Buena, mixture fruits and 
vegetables that has been decorated with 
colored candies. Oranges, lemons, beets, pea- 
nuts, and sugar are added. When prepared, 
this salad served with lettuce and dressing 
dish composed thin pancakes 
served with brown-sugar sauce for the Christ- 
mas Eve feast. 

Both chocolate and coffee are served the 
Mexican meals, especially chocolate, for 
favorite drink the people Mexico. This 
thick syrup ready drink after beaten 
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with wooden sticks the end which are 
round disks. The beater, called 
operated rolling between the palms 
the hand beats the chocolate into foam. 

Coffee also syrupy substance, for 
made strong extract, which boiled 
milk added. The poorer people often 
tortillas and tamales, cheeses and guava paste, 
but following the meal, merry groups gather 
dance the gay strains music while 
the children enjoy their most popular Christ- 
mas custom, peculiarly 
breaking the Spain during the 
carnival season, large jar was used with 
much hilarity, but not Christmas, 
used today Mexico. Some people seem 
think that the custom inheritance 
from the Aztecs for they liked flying objects 
and suspended them from trees poles 
festivals.

The earthen jar decorated with fantastic 
pictures and sometimes suspended from the 
nine nights after the religious observances 
the Posadas; every serious ceremony 
followed one merrymaking.

ployed teachers, conscious the truth that 
better methods instruction 
possible and advisable, seeking those devices 
and plans which were instrumental bring- 
ing others improvement their work. 

plan procedure submitted for their 
consideration which was found helpful 
teaching measurements geometry 
school students. The frequency its use 
depends the competency levels the 
students. the individual differences are 
great, its frequent use advocated. 

The aim the plan give the 
pupils opportunity for the application 
knowledge. not based any one method 
instruction, but takes from the several 
those ideas most promotive its accomplish- 
ment.

The wants the pupils had been 
provided for and there was little need 
give any individual any particular instruction 
while was work. The desire for efficiency 
held each his task. 

The following results were obtained 
one the students which tabulated 
below:

Teachers! Don’t let the winter months in- 
terfere with your classroom program nature 
study. Plants can grown successfully and 
studied under the adverse conditions that are 
found indoors. Use water-culture methods 
(Hydroponics the technical name) for your 
schoolroom garden. 

Water-culture methods are exceptionally 
fine for overcoming the poor conditions 
humidity that exist most heated rooms. 
Plants thrive the nutrient solutions that 
are used and they can left with safety over 
the long vacation periods. 

Best all, simple water-culture experi- 
ments can set your pupils for first- 
hand study plant growth. The following 
simple water-culture project for your nature- 
study class incidentally; these techniques can 
applied any indoor plant. 

Obtain common five-cent flowerpot and 
small glass container into which the pot will 
fit snugly. The glass container for the 
nutrient solution. 

Make the hole the bottom the flower- 
pot larger chipping gently. Then stuff 
the flowerpot with clean, white excelsior 
sphagnum moss. Allow the moss protrude 
some distance through the hole the pot. 
then acts wick bring the nutrient solu- 
tion the the container below.

The fourth graders studied the meaning 
the word mystery. was simple step from 
recognizing mysteries nature electricity, 
growth, and budding flower, the ac- 
ceptance God’s mysteries which were 
brought close the child’s own experience 
having each pupil tell about some mystery 
life that had noticed.

subject very special study. This work cen- 
tered around the Biblical significance each 
mystery studying the Bible History. Be- 
fore this unit was completed, each fourth 
grader knew the story connected with each 
Joyful Mystery.

Now for the working out the frieze. Since 
children love draw, the teacher suggested 
making frieze. This led consideration 
the question regarding the figures 
pictured. The children frequently consulted 
their Bible Histories, Bibles, and pictures 
famous artists. About four and one half yards 
plain brown wrapping paper were stretched 
across the blackboard. Some pupils were 
selected measure off the five spaces, leav- 
ing one-inch margins between each and 
three-inch space above for the lettering. 

The class was divided into five groups; 
each group was made responsible for one 
mystery. Some pupils drew the figures; others 
worked the background, while the rest cut 
out the letters. After the figures were drawn 
and the background penciled, the pupils began 
the coloring. Colored chalk was used, 
was easier apply. The colors blend very 
easily and are much brighter than those 
crayon. The children used their fingers rub 
the chalk blend the colors. The 
letters were traced their allotted spaces, 
and the work coloring them and the mar- 
gins was done black crayon. The children 
covered the skin parts with soft white chalk; 
then they blended mixture red orange 
and white give the skin pinkish tinge. 
The more skillful pupils outlined the figures. 

Next, the groups children examined 
artists’ pictures the Annunciation select 
the appropriate arrangement.

TREATING CHRISTMAS TREES 
MAKE THEM SAFE 
FROM FIRE 


After investigating various treatments used 
for making spruce and balsam Christmas trees 
less inflammable, the United States Forest 
Products Laboratory, Madison, Wis., has 
reached the conclusion that these are more 
less unsatisfactory. The keeping the 
trees standing water the most convenient 
and satisfactory plan for reducing the fire 
hazard and for keeping the needles from dis- 
coloring and falling. 

Tests were made with 5-, 20-, and 40-per- 
cent solutions ammonium sulphate, am- 
monium phosphate, calcium chloride, and 
ammonium sulphamate. The fire resistance 
the trees was not appreciably reduced and 
the case the ammonium sulphate, actually 
became higher, than the resistance trees 
kept standing water.

building. 

Spruce represents the type tree which 
loses needles very readily upon drying. Balsam 
fir, the other hand, represents the type 
which retains its needles well. Even when the 
branches are extremely dry, balsam-fir needles 
will not fall, although they will become brittle 
enough break readily when handled.

Thomistic Psychology. Philosophic Analysis 
the Nature Man 

Robert Edward Brennan, O.P., Ph.D. 401 
pp. $3. The Macmillan Co., New York, 

This outstanding book. the subtitle 
indicates, philosophic analysis the nature 
man; and, the main title frankly states, 
based the principles and teachings St. 
Thomas Aquinas. The book prefaced 
appreciative introduction from the 
Mortimer Adler, the distinguished philosopher 
the University Chicago. 

Inasmuch St. Thomas raised the structure 
his philosophy the foundations laid down 
Aristotle, was but natural for the author 
link the teachings these two geniuses together 
the treatment his subject matter and then 
compare the results with the techniques and 
theories the modern psychologists. Book One 
treats the psychology Aristotle (pp. 3-33). 
Book Two, which comprises the bulk the 
volume (pp. 47-328), contains the author’s com- 
plete psychology, based the psychology St. 
Thomas. Book Three (pp. 335-364), finally, 
treats modern psychology and the Thomistic 
synthesis. Each chapter followed readings 
and number text clarifications. serviceable 
index pages concludes the volume. 

The following chapter headings Book Two 
clearly indicate the author’s line thought: Man, 
the integer; the vegetative life man; the sensi- 
tive knowledge man; the passions and actions 
man; the intellectual knowledge man; the 
volitional life man; the powers man; the 
habits man; man, the person; the soul man. 

Father Brennan begins with man hylo- 
morphic substance, unit synolon consisting 
body and soul, evidenced the psycho- 
somatic character his being. the subsequent 
discussion the manifold activities and powers 
man, the author never ceases stress this 
fundamental fact man’s nature. One might 
question the pedagogic wisdom starting with 
the difficult and profound doctrine 
morphism, because this presupposes considerable 
philosophic knowledge and insight; ordinary stu- 
dents, unless they have had previous course 
cosmology from Aristotelian-scholastic point 
view, will certainly find hylomorphiam 
problem both deep and obstruse. However, once 
this hurdle surmounted, the central doctrine 
the hylomorphic composition man should, like 
the beam searchlight thrown upon spacious 
landscape, the entire field psychology 
and make for better understanding human 
nature all its manifestations. Well-chosen quo- 
tations from Aristotle and St. Thomas help 
clarify the subject matter throughout. Mortimer 
Adler observes: “This not textbook, but 
book texts with commentaries thereon.” 
would erroneous take these words Adler 
too literally. Fr. Brennan’s Thomistic Psychology 
far more than book texts plus commen- 
taries, and can serve admirably textbook. 
True, everything based Aristotle and St. 
Thomas; their doctrines, however, are merely 
the skeleton which serves framework 
carry the flesh and bone truly modern 
and modernized psychology. 

The author has the unique gift clear language 
for clear thoughts. His style crisp, trenchant, 
part almost epigrammatic. admirable 
making and elucidating distinctions, thereby re- 
moving forestalling confusion ideas. His 
treatment the various issues and problems 
sufficiently full for the purpose view, with 
phraseology which concise and the point. 
This reviewer, however, regrets that the author 
did not make more extensive use the data 
and findings experimental psychology 
factual support for the psychology Aristotle, 
St. Thomas, and modern scholasticism; this, 
would seem, would make the book more 
for nonscholastic readers who have acquaint- 


ance with psychology except along experimental 
lines.
